SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — 


California needs a land zoning 
law to freeze rural development 
an Assembly planning and land 
use committee has been told by 
a land developer, 


Johnson C. Montgomery, a 


Palo Alto attorney who owns 
property in 40 of the state's 58 
counties, told the committee 
hearing here Wednesday that 
"The population and pollution 
problems 
in 
California 
are 


presently so serious that it is 
now necessary to enact state- 
wide zoning laws." 


Under such 
zoning, land- 


holders would not be allowed to 
develop, their property beyond 
its "historical use," he said. 


Zoning would cost the state 


nothing, he argued, whereas 
alternatives 
such 
as con- 


demnation-forced sale of private 
land to the government — "is 
often prohibitively expensive to 


the public." 


Questioned by the committee 


chairman, Assemblyman Paul 
Priola, 
R-Santa 
Monica, 


Montgomery said a zoning law 
should be enacted immediately, 
restricted to undeveloped lands. 


"Some of these are near 


densely 
populated 
areas," 


Montgomery said, citing the 
hills near Santa Monica and 
Palo Alto. 


Assemblyman Leo McCarthy, 


D-San Francisco, pointed out 
that local governments rely for 
about half their income on local 
property taxes, and asked if this 
wouldn't 
mean 
"a 
major 


restructuring of our local, state 
and even federal tax systems?" 


"Yes, and we need that too," 


said Montgomery. 


"Land 
that has not been 


developed in California is for the 
most 
part 
grossly-under- 


assessed," he went on.

Association, when has con- 
sistently fought government 
regulation, had no immediate 
comment pending a review of 
the guidelines by AMA officials. 
An AMA spokesman, Dayton 
Moore, said his preliminary 
research turned up no past ef-

The commission guidelines, 


issued 
in implementation of 


President Nixon's Phase 2 
economic program, 
limit in- 


creases in doctors' fees to 2.5 per 
cent a year and in hospital 
charges to 6 per cent a year 


To raise prices even to those 


cutoff 
points, 
medical 


professionals must prove their 
expenses have gone up. And, to 
raise 
prices 
above 
those 


ceilings, they must request 
specific government approval. 


Doctors, hospitals and others 


in the health-care field may not 
raise prices to give themselves 
larger profits, the commission 
ruled. 
The 
commission 
plan, 


however, would permit health- 
care costs to rise twice as fast as 
other costs. 


Chairman C. Jackson Grayson 


Jr., said the commission hopes 
to halve the 12.9-per cent rate of 
inflation in medical costs, while 
its goal for the economy as a 
whole is to keep price increases 
to a maximum 2.5- per cent 
average. 


"We were concerned with not 


reducing the quality of health 
care in the country," Grayson 
said. "That was very important 
to us." 
The guidelines split the 


medical field into two divisions, 
institutional 
and non- 


institutional providers, and set 
up different regulations for 
them. 
In the first category, which 


includes hospitals and other 
institutions, prices may be 
raised only to reflect allowable 
costs, offset by productivity 
increases. 


But prices may not be raised 


to reflect higher labor costs of 
more than 5.5 per cent, the Pay 
Board ceiling for permissible 
wage increases. 


Hospitals and other medical 


institutions may raise prices up 
to 2.5 per cent without notifying 
the government, but for raises 
higher than that, they must tell 
the Internal Revenue Service 
and Medicare officials. 


Stricter regulations apply to 


the non-institutional category, 
which covers doctors 
and 


dentists, including a variety of 
specialists, medical and dental 
laboratories, rest homes, blood 
banks, nurses and midwives. 


To raise fees at all, they must 


prove justification, and to go 
higher than the 2.5 per cent lid, 
they 
must 
get 
advance 


clearance from the IRS and 
special state-designated boards. 


The commission said doctors 


and hospitals must post lists of 
their base prices and inform 
patients the lists are available 
for inspection. 


For policing, the commission 


will rely on IRS spot checks and 
patient complaints.

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Efforts Should Go For Peace 


United States warships should stay out of Indian waters, and 


President Nixon should not initiate any action to cancel his 
projected visit to Moscow. The war between India and Pakistan is a 
tragic thing, but the President and military leaders of the United 
States have no right to endanger this nation because of it. In the 
first place there is probably nothing effective that they can do. 
There is certainly very little benefit that the great bulk of the 
citizens of the United States can receive from any intervention 
there. If the United Nations can do nothing, then nothing can be 
done under any recognized international law. 


Americans and all the world will benefit more if United States 


effort is devoted entirely to finding recipes for peace all around the 
world, and to aiding the victims of wars wherever they do occur. 
For the United States to align itself with China in a controversy 
with the Soviet Union would be an unprofitable exchange of 
enemies. We will be better off and the peace of the world will be 
much more secure if we can maintain at least formally friendly 
relations with both Communist capitals and keep trade moving 
unhindered. 


Any attempt by the United States alone to exert pressure on 


either India or the Soviet Union is sure to backfire. The gain, if any, 
would be small. The loss would almost certainly be great. 
President Nixon must not be permitted to take actions against the 
best interests of the American people because of personal pique — 
or even deep and genuine sympathy for the people of Pakistan. 


Must Pull Out All The Stops 


California's junior and senior high school students must be 


given thorough information on venereal disease, James Hall, 
secretary of the state Human Relations Agency, declared this 
week. "If we are to bring an end to the tragedy and suffering, we 
must pull out all the stops and move ahead with expanded 
programs of venereal disease education," he said. 


Hall said educators and health experts are developing in- 


formation for the schools, and that classroom material will be 
worked out with teachers in a series of workshops. He said the 
Department of Education has already developed guidelines for 
local schools.

WASHINGTON — We have 


dug out more evidence that 
President Nixon, apparently 
because of a personal rapport 
with 
Pakistan's 
President 


Yahya Khan, is permitting India 
to fall under Soviet dominance. 


Not only is India the world's 


second most populous nation, 
whose democratic government 
should make it a natural U. S. 
ally, but Nixon's moves have 
opened the way for Russia to 
fulfill its dream of penetrating 
deep into Southwest Asia. 


The Nixon Administration has 


rung down the 
censorship 


curtain 
on the backstage 


developments. Since censorship 
isn't supposed to be tolerated in 
the U. S., the White House has 
merely swept all the awkward 
facts under the secrecy label. 


However, we have broken the 


censorship and can expose 
Nixon's duplicity. 


His private policymaker, 


Henry 
Kissinger, 
assured 


reporters during a background 
session last week that the Ad- 
ministration wasn't at all biased 
against India. "There have been 
some comments," he said, "that 
the Administration is anti-India. 
This is totally inaccurate." 


Behind the guarded doors of 


the White House Situation 
Room, however, Kissinger sang 
a different tune. He told top 
planners, who gathered on 
December 3 to map strategy: 
"I'm getting hell every half hour 
from the President that we are 
not being tough enough on In- 
dia." 


NIXON'S ORDERS 


The same hush-hush group, 


known 
formally 
as 
the 


Washington Special 
Action 


Group, got a similar earful at 
their strategy session on the 
next day. The State Depart- 
ment's 
man, Assistant 


Secretary Samuel DePalma, 
questioned presidential in-' 
structions that the U. S. should 
confine its criticism at the 
United Nations to India alone. 


"The President says either the 


bureaucracy should put out the 
right statements on this, or the 
White House will do it," snapped 
Kissinger. 


"We will have difficulty in the 


UN," 
cautioned 
DePalma, 


"because most of the countries 
that might go with us don't want 
to tilt toward Pakistan to the 
extent we do." 


"Whoever 
is 
doing 
the 


backgrounding at State is in- 
voking the President's wrath," 
warned Kissinger. "Please try 
to 
follow 
the 
President's 


wishes." 
Kissinger 
also implied to 


reporters that the U. S. was 
treating 
India and Pakistan 


alike in regard to economic aid. 
But he instructed the Situation 
Room strategists to the contrary 
on December 4. 


"On AID matters," he said, 


"the President wants to proceed 
against India alone." 


Kissinger 
also spoke to 


reporters about the Nixon Ad- 
ministration's deep concern 
over the suffering of the 
refugees and the "strain on the 
already 
scarce 
economic 


resources of (India)." 


Behind the guarded doors, he 


reiterated that "we don't want 
to cut off humanitarian aid." 
But the State Department's 
Ambassador-at-large Alexis 
Johnson 
warned 
at 
the 


December 6 strategy session 
that the liberated Bangla Desh 
territory will become "an in- 
ternational basket case." 


"It won't necessarily be our 


basket 
case," 
retorted 


Kissinger. 


During his meeting with 


reporters, Kissinger took pains 
to emphasize that the U. S. had 
stopped all military shipments 
to Pakistan except for non-lethal 
spare parts already in the 
pipeline. 


PLANES FOR PAKISTAN? 


But this, too, isn't the whole 


truth. At the secret session on 
December 6, the question of 
emergency military requests 
from Pakistan was raised. 


"The President may want to 


honor those requests," declared 
Kissinger. He stressed that the 
President "isn't inclined to let 
the Paks be defeated." 


He asked whether the U. S. 


has the legal right to authorize 
Jordan or Saudi Arabia to 
transfer U. S. arms to Pakistan. 
Chris Van Hollen, a State 
Department expert, replied 
flatly: "The United States 
cannot permit a third country to 
transfer arms which we have 
provided them when we, our- 
selves, don't authorize sale 
direct to. . . Pakistan." 


Yet a secret message was 


flashed to L. Dean Brown, the 
American 
Ambassador 
in 


Jordan, to keep open the 
possibility of authorizing King 
Hussein to rush several U. S.- 
supplied P-104 fighter planes to 
Pakistan. 


"Whole subject remains under 


intensive review at very high 
level of USG (U. S. Govern- 
ment)," Brown was advised. 


During 
his 
press 


backgrounder, 
Kissinger 


cautiously acknowledged to 
reporters that Pakistan "started 
the process which has led to the 
(Indian-Pakistani 
conflict)." 


The truth, of course, is har- 


sher. Last March, Pakistan 
clamped military rule on East 
Bengal. 
Pakistani soldiers 


terrorized the Bengali populace, 
causing millions to flee across 
the border into India. The 
majority, clearly, want in- 
dependence, not Pakistani rule. 
The invading Indians, though 
they made the first military 
move in the war, have been 
welcomed as liberators. 


MAKING WHOOPEE 


An Army National Guard unit 


held a Christmas party last 
week during one of its man- 
datory training sessions. The 
featured attraction, 
however, 


wasn't Santa Claus but a hard- 
core stag movie.

The Huff-Puff Problem

short of breath, especially when 
walking upstairs, or with the 
slightest exertion. 


Other than that, I feel I am 


in perfect health. Is this un- 
usual at the age of 46? 
Mr. H. S. T., Minn. 


Dear Mr. T. 
The key word in your ques- 


tion probably is the word "feel." 


Actually, you are assuming 


that you are in good health 
without the benefit of having it 
confirmed by physical examina- 
tion. 
Breathlessness at any adult 


age may be the result of one or 
more factors that should be eli- 
minated before the problem 
becomes progressively worse. 


The heart, the lungs, and the 


circulatory system are the three 
most common body systems in- 
volved in difficult breathing, or 
"dyspnea." 
At the age of 46, it would not 


be unusual for you to become 
breathless if you ran upstairs 
two steps at a time, or made a 
mad dash for a bus. 
This might even occur to peo- 


ple who are in excellent phy- 
sical condition and who do 
regular exercise. 


But breathlessness with slight 


exertion may indicate that you 
are not as healthy as you pre- 
sume to be. 
Chronic bronchitis, emphy- 


sema, obesity, tobacco, asthma, 
and heart conditions are the 
dominant reasons for long-con- 
tinued shortness of breath

paradox?

dollar in relation to,gold matter 
or does it not? Is it important?

The 
answer

mystery. The matter has many 
angles and you have to view 
them one by one. Perspective is 
important. 


True, 
to 
the 
ordinary 


American there will be almost 
no immediate effect. There will 
be no sudden change in prices, 
wages or buying power. If he is 
pre-occupied with making his 
paycheck cover the bills, he will 
be just as preoccupied after 
devaluation — no more or less 
so.For 
the 
extraordinary 


American, the person who freely 
travels abroad, uses imported 
foods and wines and drives 
foreign' cars there will be an 
impact. But not very much. 


There is a simple explanation 


for this. The dollar used to be 
pegged to gold at $35 an ounce. 
Other currencies determined 
their relative value in relation to 
the dollar. Gold at $35 an ounce 
was the keystone of the struc- 
ture. 


On Aug. 15 the United States 


removed the keystone, leaving 


no fixed, unchanging value on 
which to base currency ratios. 
Instead, said the United States, 
let market conditions determine 
how 
really 
valuable 
each 


currency is. 


Immediately the prices of 


major foreign currencies began 
moving up in relation to the 
dollar. They had been under- 
valued, 
meaning that 
their 


goods were selling relatively 
cheaply in the United States and 
U.S. goods cost more abroad. 


To enforce its wishes that 


currencies 
be 
revalued 
in 


relation to the dollar, the United 
States imposed a 10 per cent 
surcharge on foreign 
goods 


entering the United States, thus 
depriving them of their market 
advantage. 


Since the changes in currency 


value have already taken place 
— aided by that 10 per cent 
surcharge which now may be 
removed 
— 
the 
formal 


devaluation of the dollar is 
mainly phychological. 


It means 
this: 
We have 


muscled 
other 
powers 
into 


facing reality. We have forced 
them to change currency values, 
much to their distress and 
competitive disadvantage. Now 
we have agreed to meet them 
part way, about two steps to 
their eight. A matter of pride? 
Gallic pride mainly. 


Once the keystone had been 


removed there was still another 
reason for the trading nations to 
reach a new agreement on 
currency ratios. Otherwise, it 
was feared that chaos mignt 
have resulted.

intensity-street-light

has reduced crime statistics in 
some areas of the nation's 
capital by 32 per cent, Sen. Alan 
Bible (D-Nev.) reported this 
past weekend. He urged Capitol 
Hill 
officials 
to investigate 


possible use of the new light 
system. 


Bible explained the new lights 


(sodium vapor) are necessary to 
combat rising crime incidence 
at the Capitol Hill complex. 


According 
to 
statistics 


released 
from 
the 
Capitol 


Police, so far in 1971 there have 
been 43 holdups; 35 robberies by 
force; 37 auto thefts; 127 lar- 
cenies from autos; 19 pocket- 
book snatchings, one homicide; 
nine assaults; three rapes and 64 
other criminal acts committed 
on the Hill. 


"That this number of criminal 


acts can occur within an 11- 
month period at the complex of 
buildings 
and 
streets 


surrounding the Capitol of the 
U.S. is completely intolerable," 
Bible 
declared 
to 
Senate 


colleagues. 


Citing the improved crime 


figures of those areas now 
operating the new lights, Bible 
said "It would stand to reason 
that with a similar program of 
improving 
lighting 
in 
and 


around the Capitol Hill complex, 
we might experience a com- 
parable decrease in the ap- 
palling rate of crime now being 
thrust upon us."

ENUGU, Nigeria (AP) — 


Dick Tiger, the former world 
boxing champion who lost most 
of his ring earnings during the 
civil war between his native 
Biafra and Nigeria, is dead of a 
liver ailment at age 42. 


Tiger beat Gene Fullmer to 


become 
world 
middleweight 


champion at age 33, lost the title 
to Joey Giardello, then won it 
back two years later. He lost the 
middleweight crown to Emil 
Griffith in 1966, but eight months 
later won the light heavyweight 
championship from Jose Torres. 


He was named Fighter of the 


Year by Ring Magazine in 1962 
and 1966, received the Boxing 
Writers Association's Edward J. 
Neil 
Memorial 
Award 
as 


Fighter of the Year in 1963 and 
1966, and was made a member of 
the Order of the British Empire 
in 1963 


Born as Richard Ihetu in 


Amaigbo. Orlu, in the heart of 
Biafra, he was schooled by 
Angehcan 
missionaries 
and 


spoke with a cultured British 
accent. When he became world 
champion he was extremely 


popular and relatively wealthy 
in his homeland, then a united 
Nigeria. 


But with the outbreak of 


fighting between secessionist 
Biafra and Nigeria, Tiger lost 
most of the wealth he had ac- 
cumulated in his homeland. He 
retired from boxing last July to 
devote his time to physical 
training programs for soldiers 
in Biafra's army. 


Tiger, whose death Monday 


was confirmed Wednesday, won 
64 of 81 bouts after turning 
professional at age 23. He 
learned boxing from British 
military officers in Ata, near the 
Nigerian capital of Lagos. 


He is survived by his widow, 


Abigail, and five children.

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Ecology Limits Noise Standards 
Youth Caucus Claim 


In 1968 the ecology minded 
California State Legislature 
established legal noise limits for 
new motor vehicles and for 
motor vehicles operating on the 
state’s highways. 
Enforcem ent of the noise 
standards is one of the functions 
of the California Highway Patrol 
and in 1969 it inaugurated the 
first extensive statewide vehicle 
noise measurement 
and en­ 
forcement program in the 
country. 
The Highway Patrol has six 
noise enforcement teams which 
measure vehicle noise on open 
roadways in many parts of the 
state. 
Because 
the 
noise 
monitoring equipment requires 
open space, with no reflective 
surface within 50 feet of the 
microphone or 100 feet of the 
center of the highway, noise 
measurements have been vir­ 


tually impossible in urban 
areas. 
However, a six-month study of 
the feasibility of improved 
vehicle noise enforcement in 
urban areas is now under way. 
The study is expected 
to 
recommend the least restrictive 
site at which accurate and 
consistent sound level readings 
may be obtained and to deter­ 
mine whether it is possible to 
use non-standard m easuring 
sites on city streets, calibrating 
readings to compensate for the 
deviation caused by reflections 
from buildings or other objects. 
Even with its limitations, the 
noise monitoring program has 
been effective. Manufacturers 
of several models of heavy duty 
trucks, motorcycles and sports 
cars have redesigned their 
muffler systems to conform to 
the state’s noise limits. 


However, 
because 
the 
allowable noise lim its for 
various types of vehicles have 
been lowered since the begin­ 
ning of the program, the per­ 
centage of vehicles in violation 
of noise laws has not decreased. 
In fact, since motorcycle noise 
limits were lowered in 1970, the 
percentage of motorcycles in 
violation has quadrupled. In 
speed zones over 35 miles per 
hour, 
9.3 
per 
cent 
of 
the 
motorcycles monitored in the 
first seven months of 1971 ex­ 
ceeded the 86 decibel noise limit. 
When 
noise 
lim its 
for 
passenger cars and pickup 
trucks dropped, the percentage 
found in violation increased 
tenfold, but the rate is still low; 
only about one-half of one per 
cent of this type of vehicle are 
found to be exceeding the 
maximum noise limits. 


Although the allowable noise 
for big trucks (over 6,000 
pounds) was reduced in 1970, the 
percentage of trucks in violation 
did not rise sharply (only from 
1.1 per cent to 1.5 per cent), 
largely because of efforts of 
fleet operators and manufac­ 
turers to bring their trucks into 
conformance with the law. 
When CHP field personnel 
note significant noise violations 
by a certain model vehicle, they 
inform 
the 
engineering 
department of 
the Highway 
Patrol. 
If these tests show that the 
vehicle’s noise emissions are 
above the standards for new 
vehicles, the manufacturer is 
informed. Manufacturers haVe 
been exceedingly cooperative in 
redesigning 
and 
modifying 
exhaust systems to conform to 
California law.

Actor, Director Clint Eastwood 
Forms A Production Company

NEW YORK (AP) — What do 
you do if you’re riding high with 
a successful TV series for 7Vfe 
years, and suddenly the whole 
thing fizzles? 
If you’re Clint Eastwood, who 
was 
everybody’s 
favorite 
cowboy in “Rawhide,” you don’t 
stay down long. You go out and 
star in a western movie made in 
Spain, called “A Fistful of 
Dollars.” You don’t think much 
about it since the film only cost 
$200,000. And you don’t really 
believe it when it grosses over 
$4,000,000. 
And if you’re Eastwood, you 
go on to other films, like “For a 
Few 
Dollars 
More,” 
“The 
Witches,” “The Good, The Bad 
and The Ugly,” “The Beguiled” 
and “Paint Your Wagon.” And 
then 
you 
form 
your 
own 
production company and turn 
yourself into a director as well 
as an actor — just what East­ 
wood has done in “Play Misty 
for Me,” his latest film. 
Settling down on a sofa in his 
hotel suite, Eastwood laughs 
easily and talks easily, but he 
seems to be incapable, unlike 
many actors, of monopolizing a 
conversation. 
Ask him about his early acting 
years, 
and about being on 
“Rawhide,” and you’ll get a 
short recap: 
“People say this business is 
slow 
now, 
he begins. 
“It’s 


always been slow. I was working 
digging swimming holes. I had a 
small part in an eight-day film. 
It was so bad I almost quit. I 
really hated that film. I was 
visiting a friend at CBS who was 
a reader for “Playhouse 90.” A 
guy comes up and starts talking 
to me. She’s behind him waving 
her arms around. It turned out 
he was the head of televised 
films. I went in his office and a 
guy in a sloppy shirt came in. I 
thought he was going to sweep 
up. It turned out he was the 
producer.” 
And it turned out they all 
thought enough of Eastwood to 
sign him as the star of the for­ 
thcoming 
“Rawhide.” 
East­ 
wood says the time he spent with 
the show was pretty good. 
“It’s fashionable to put down 
TV,” he says. “I’m not one of 
those guys who does that. But I 
think every actor would rather 
work in film. To this day I don’t 
know how TV runs itself. The 
show was pretty hectic because 
the 
network 
kept 
changing 
producers. 
They 
wanted 
to 
change the format but instead of 
just calling the producer and 
telling him to do it, they’d fire 
him.” 
Eastwood spent 22 weeks in 
Baker, Ore., acting in “Paint 
Your Wagon,” a film he says 
cost too much to make. He was 
determined his own film wasn’t 
going to be so expensive, but 
says he really had to fight to 


keep the costs down. 
“Studios all have a lot of 
departments, 
and each 
one 
tacks on as much as they can,” 
he explains. “I had to say, ‘Just 
chop it all.’ We didn’t have 
costumes. I walked to the store, 
got a couple of pairs of pants, 
some shirts, the girls got their 
clothes of the rack and did their 
own hair. That was it. 
“I didn’t want a big crew 
around. We had a small cast and 
we gota spirit going. Everybody 
kind of got with it. That’s the 
only way the film industry can 
survive. They’ve got to stop 
spending. The only trouble is, 
they just don’t know how.” 


“Play Misty for Me” got 
mixed reviews but Eastwood 


CLINT EASTWOOD 


says there were more good ones 
than he thought there would be. 
“If it’s a bad review, I just say, 
“What does he know?’ If it’s a 
good one, I say, ‘There’s a man 
with exquisite taste.’ You have 
to kind of joke about it.”

Output of consumer goods,

and 
materials rose in November, a 
possible indication that con­ 
sumers are beginning to in­ 
crease their rate of spending.

existing policy which was not 
spelled out in w riting before. 


The “ clarification,” however, 
m arks the first open establish- 
mént by EPA of a nationwide 
industrial-treatm ent 
standard.

Ruckelshaus said last April that

Rural Development 
Freeze Urged By 
Large-Scale Owner 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — 
California needs a land zoning 
law to freeze rural development 
an Assembly planning and land 
use committee has been told by 
a land developer. 
Johnson C. Montgomery, a 
Palo Alto attorney who owns 
property in 40 of the state’s 58 
counties, told the committee 
hearing here Wednesday that 
“The population and pollution 
problems 
in 
California 
are 
presently so serious that it is 
now necessary to enact state­ 
wide zoning laws.” 
Under 
such 
zoning, 
land­ 
holders would not be allowed to 
develop their property beyond 
its “ historical use,” he said. 
Zoning would cost the state 
nothing, he argued, whereas 
alternatives 
such 
as 
con­ 
demnation-forced sale of private 
land to the government — “ is 
often prohibitively expensive to 


the public.” 
Questioned by the committee 
chairman, Assemblyman Paul 
Priola, 
R-Santa 
Monica, 
Montgomery said a zoning law 
should be enacted immediately, 
restricted to undeveloped lands. 
“Some of 
these are near 
densely 
populated 
areas,” 
Montgomery said, citing the 
hills near Santa Monica and 
Palo Alto. 
Assemblyman Leo McCarthy, 
D-San Francisco, pointed out 
that local governments rely for 
about half their income on local 
property taxes, and asked if this 
wouldn’t 
mean 
“ a 
major 
restructuring of our local, state 
and even federal tax system s?” 
“Yes, and we need that too,” 
said Montgomery. 
“ Land 
that has 
not been 
developed in California is for the 
most 
part 
grossly-under­ 
assessed,” he went on.

Controls On Medical Costs 
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Young Stowaway

WASHINGTON 
(AP) — If 
your doctor now charges $5 for 
an office call, he can tack on 
another 37'/2 cents, but not a 
penny more unless the govern­ 
ment approves it. 
A hospital which charges $50 a 
day for a room can add $3, but no 
more unless the government 
says it’s okay. 
The Price Commission handed 
the medical profession those 
guidelines Wednesday in what is 
believed to be government’s 
firs* 
attem p t 
to 
regulate 
medical costs across the board 
in the United States. 
The 
A m erican 
M edical 
A ssociation, whch has con­ 
sistently fought governm ent 
regulation, had no immediate 
comment pending a review of 
the guidelines by AMA officials. 
An AMA spokesman, Dayton 
Moore, said his 
preliminary 
research turned up no past ef­ 
fort 
at 
such 
w idespread 
governm ent 
regulation 
of 
medical costs. 
The commission guidelines, 
issued in 
implementation of 
P resid en t N ixon’s P hase 2 
economic program , limit in­ 
creases in doctors’ fees to 2.5 per 
cent a year and in hospital 
charges to 6 per cent a year. 
To raise prices even to those 
cutoff 
points, 
m edical 


professionals must prove their 
expenses have gone up. And, to 
raise 
prices 
above 
those 
ceilings, they m ust request 
specific government approval. 
Doctors, hospitals and others 
in the health-care field may not 
raise prices to give themselves 
larger profits, the commission 
ruled. 
The 
com m ission 
plan, 
however, would permit health­ 
care costs to rise twice as fast as 
other costs. 
Chairman C. Jackson Grayson 
Jr., said the commission hopes 
to halve the 12.9-per cent rate of 
inflation in medical costs, while 
its goal for the economy as a 
whole is to keep price increases 
to a maximum 2.5- per cent 
average. 
“We were concerned with not 
reducing the quality of health 
care in the country,” Grayson 
said.

The 
guidelines 
split 
the 
medical field into two divisions, 
institutional 
and 
non- 
institutional providers, and set 
up different regulations for 
them. 
In the first category, which 
includes hospitals and other 
institutions, prices may be 
raised only to reflect allowable 
costs, offset 
by 
productivity 
increases.

They also completed action on 
a measure providing 13 weeks of 
additional unemployment com­ 
pensation for states with an 
above-average jobless rate.

Boldt said most fall 
within the 5.5 per cent guideline 
and added that most officers are 
exempt from controls anyway, 
because they make less than the 
$1.60 an hour federal minimum 
wage.

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Efforts Should Go For Peace 


United States warships should stay out of Indian waters, and 
President Nixon should not initiate any action to cancel his 
projected visit to Moscow. The war between India and Pakistan is a 
tragic thing, but the President and m ilitary leaders of the United 
States have no right to endanger this nation because of it. In the 
first place there is probably nothing effective that they can do. 
There is certainly very little benefit that the great bulk of the 
citizens of the United States can receive from any intervention 
there. If the United Nations can do nothing, then nothing can be 
done under any recognized international law. 


Americans and all the world will benefit more if United States 
effort is devoted entirely to finding recipes for peace all around the 
world, and to aiding the victim s of wars wherever they do occur. 
For the United States to align itself with China in a controversy 
with the Soviet Union would be an unprofitable exchange of 
enemies. We will be better off and the peace of the world will be 
much more secure if we can maintain at least formally friendly 
relations with both Communist capitals and keep trade moving 
unhindered. 


Any attempt by the United States alone to exert pressure on 
either India or the Soviet Union is sure to backfire. The gain, if any, 
would be small. The loss would almost certainly be great. 
President Nixon must not be permitted to take actions against the 
best interests of the American people because of personal pique — 
or even deep and genuine sympathy for the people of Pakistan. 
Must Pull Out All The Stops 


California’s junior and senior high school students must be 
given thorough information on venereal disease, Jam es Hall, 
secretary of the state Human Relations Agency, declared this 
week. “ If we are to bring an end to the tragedy and suffering, we 
must pull out all the stops and move ahead with expanded 
programs of venereal disease education,” he said. 


Hall said educators and health experts are developing in­ 
formation for the schools, and that classroom material will be 
worked out with teachers in a series of workshops. He said the 
Department of Education has already developed guidelines for 
local schools.

Not only is India the world’s 
second most populous nation, 
whose democratic government 
should make it a natural U. S. 
ally, but Nixon’s moves have 
opened the way for Russia to 
fulfill its dream of penetrating 
deep into Southwest Asia. 
The Nixon Administration has 
rung 
down 
the 
censorship 
curtain 
on 
the 
backstage 
developments. Since censorship 
isn’t supposed to be tolerated in 
the U. S., the White House has 
merely swept all the awkward 
facts under the secrecy label. 
However, we have broken the 
censorship and can expose 
Nixon’s duplicity. 
His 
private policym aker, 
Henry 
Kissinger, 
assured 
reporters during a background 
session last week that the Ad­ 
ministration wasn’t at all biased 
against India. “ There have been 
some comments,” he said, “ that 
the Administration is anti-India. 
This is totally inaccurate.” 


Behind the guarded doors of 
the W hite House Situation 
Room, however, Kissinger sang 
a different tune. He told top 
planners, who gathered on 
December 3 to map strategy: 
“ I ’m getting hell every half hour 
from the President that we are 
not being tough enough on In­ 
dia.”

The Huft-Putt Problem 


I have become increasingly 
short of breath, especially when 
walking upstairs, or with the 
slightest exertion. 
Other than that, I feel I am 
in perfect health. Is this un­ 
usual at the age of 46? 
Mr. H. S. T., Minn. 
Dear Mr. T. 
The key word in your ques­ 
tion probably is the word “ feel.” 
Actually, you are assuming 
that you are in good health 
without the benefit of having it 
confirmed by physical examina 
tion. 
Breathlessness at any adult 
age may be the result of one or 
more factors that should be eli­ 
minated before the problem 
becomes progressively worse. 
The heart, the lungs, and the 
circulatory system are the three 
most common body systems in­ 
volved in difficult breathing, or 
“ dyspnea.” 
At the age of 46, it would not 
be unusual for you to become 
breathless if you ran upstairs 
two steps at a time, or made a 
mad dash for a bus. 
This might even occur to peo­ 
ple who are in excellent phy­ 
sical condition and who do 
regular exercise. 
But breathlessness with slight 
exertion may indicate that you 
are not as healthy as you pre­ 
sume to be. 
Chronic bronchitis, emphy­ 
sema, obesity, tobacco, asthma, 
and heart conditions are the 
dominant reasons for long-con­ 
tinued shortness of breath. 
High altitudes may cause the 
same symptoms before one ad­ 
justs to them. 
It is obvious that before any 
treatment for this condition can 
be instituted, the exact cause 
must be traced. There are now

The same hush-hush group, 
known 
form ally 
as 
the 
Washington Special 
Action 
Group, got a sim ilar earful at 
their strategy session on the 
next day. The State Depart­ 
ment’s 
man, 
Assistant 
Secretary Sam uel DePalm a, 
questioned 
presidential 
in-' 
structions that the U. S. should 
confine its criticism at the 
United Nations to India alone. 
“ The President says either the 
bureaucracy should put out the 
right statements on this, or the 
White House will do it,” snapped 
Kissinger. 
“ We will have difficulty in the 
U N ,” 
cautioned 
DePalm a, 
“ because most of the countries 
that might go with us don’t want 
to tilt toward Pakistan to the 
extent we do.” 
“ Whoever 
is 
doing 
the 
backgrounding at State is in­ 
voking the President’s wrath,” 
warned Kissinger. “ Please try 
to 
follow 
the 
President’s 
wishes.” 
Kissinger also implied 
to 
reporters that the U. S. was 
treating 
India 
and Pakistan 
alike in regard to economic aid. 
But he instructed the Situation 
Room strategists to the contrary 
on December 4. 
“ On AID matters,” he said, 
“ the President wants to proceed 
against India alone.” 
Kissinger 
also 
spoke 
to 
reporters about the Nixon Ad­ 
m inistration’s deep concern 
over 
the suffering 
of 
the 
refugees and the “ strain on the 
already 
scarce 
economic 
resources of (India).” 


Behind the guarded doors, he 
reiterated that “ we don’t want 
to cut off humanitarian aid.” 
But the State 
Department’s 
Ambassador-at-large Alexis 
Johnson 
warned 
at 
the 
December 6 strategy session 
that the liberated Bangla Desh 
territory will become “ an in­ 
ternational basket case.” 
“ It won’t necessarily be our 
basket 
case,” 
retorted 
Kissinger. 
During his meeting with 
reporters, Kissinger took pains 
to emphasize that the U. S. had 
stopped all m ilitary shipments 
to Pakistan except for non-lethal 
spare parts already 
in 
the 
pipeline. 


PLA N ES FO R PAKISTAN? 
But this, too, isn’t the whole 
truth. At the secret session on 
December 6, the question of 
emergency 
m ilitary 
requests 
from Pakistan was raised. 
“ The President may want to 
honor those requests,” declared 
Kissinger. He stressed that the 
President “ isn’t inclined to let 
the Paks be defeated.” 
He asked whether the U. S. 
has the legal right to authorize 
Jordan or Saudi 
Arabia 
to 
transfer U. S. arms to Pakistan. 
Chris Van Hollen, a State 
Departm ent expert, replied 
fla tly: 
“ The United States 
cannot permit a third country to 
transfer arms which we have 
provided them when we, our­ 
selves, don’t authorize sale 
direct to. . . Pakistan.” 
Yet a secret message was 
flashed to L. Dean Brown, the 
Am erican 
Ambassador 
in 


Jordan, 
to keep • open 
the 
possibility of authorizing King 
Hussein to rush several U. S.- 
supplied P-104 fighter planes to 
Pakistan. 
“ Whole subject remains under 
intensive review at very high 
level of USG (U. S. Govern­ 
ment),” Brown was advised. 
During 
his 
press 
backgrounder, 
K issin g er 
cautiously acknowledged to 
reporters that Pakistan “ started 
the process which has led to the 
(Indian-Pakistani 
conflict).” 


The truth, of course, is har­ 
sher. 
Last 
March, 
Pakistan 
clamped m ilitary rule on East 
Bengal. 
Pakistani 
soldiers 
terrorized the Bengali populace, 
causing millions to flee across 
the 
border 
into India. 
The 
m ajority, clearly, want in­ 
dependence, not Pakistani rule. 
The invading Indians, though 
they made the first m ilitary 
move in the war, have been 
welcomed as liberators.

Nasal allergy is another pos­ 
sibility, but less likely. 
X-rays of the sinuses can rule 
out infection within them. Cold 
or warm vapor mist, especially 
in overheated rooms, may be 
beneficial. 
The need for the removal of 
the adenoids depends on the 
presence of repeated infections 
of the ears associated with fre­ 
quent colds and sore throats. 
Your own doctor’s evaluation is, 
of course, most important.

why? Why on earth? We were 
foolish enough to involve our­ 
selves in England’s dispute with 
Rhodesia,

which 
in­ 
volvement we get nothing, zero: 
why get into the Irish picture? 


And there is India-Pakistan. 
The preferences 
of Richard 
Nixon are pretty plainspoken. 


Over 
the 
years, 
and 
not­ 
withstanding Pakistan’s 
dalliance with Red China, he has 
found Pakistan a more reliable 
ally. India, on the other hand, is 
probably the world’s mother 
lode of moral hypocrisy and that 
gets to itch, you know. Nehru 
interrupted his lifelong moral 
trance in order to decline to join 
those nations 
that protested 


Khrushchev’s 
invasion 
of 
Hungary in 1956. A few years 
later, he interrupted ;t again to 
wage war against Goa, which he 
gobbled up without once pausing 
in his running denunciations of 
imperialism. 
Now his daughter, fired by the 
glory of it all, hurls India’s 
thunderbolts at East Pakistan, 
and, 
quite 
obviously, 
everybody’s relishing the whole 
thing, 
paying 
no 
attention 
whatsoever 
to 
the 
United 
Nations which in peaceful times 
they 
laud 
as 
the 
principal 
deterrent of aggression: and so 
on. 
On 
the 
other 
hand, 
the 
repression by West Pakistan of 
the insurgents in East Pakistan 
staggers 
the 
mind 
for 
the 
brutality of it.

Clearly, as a member of the 
community of nations, we desire 
to see a ceasefire:

are not going to get a ceasefire 
from India now, anymore than 
the United States, Britain, and 
France would have obliged the 
world with a ceasefire on the 
eve of our crossing the Rhine in 
the closing days of the Second 
World War.

to leave France, 


abandoning what they could not 
take with them, which included 
nearly $1 billion worth of im- 
movable installations. 


By 1968, it was French policy 


to "discern" that the Soviet- 
Western cold war was over, that 
Moscow had pulled in its ex- 
pansionist horns and there was 
nothing more for the West to 
fear. 


When Georges Pompidou, a 


Gaullist, 
succeeded 
his 


resplendent chief in May 1969 
the United States had cause to 
wonder if a hostile French policy 
might be long-lasting. 


One of Richard M. Nixon's 


first major diplomatic forays as 
President had included a visit to 
France, only two months before 
De Gaulle would retire from 
office. The visit seemed to have 
had important impact. 


The fact that Nixon put 


Pompidou at the top of the list of 
European leaders he chose to 
meet at the summit in advance 
of his prospective Peking and 
Moscow visits further suggested 
that the United States thought 
highly of French friendship. In 
turn it probably heightened the 
Nixon standing in France.

Street Light Plan

Bible explained the new lights 
(sodium vapor) are necessary to 
combat rising crime incidence 
at the Capitol Hill complex. 
According 
to 
statistics 
released from the Capitol 
Police, so far in 1971 there have 
been 43 holdups; 35 robberies by 
force; 37 auto thefts; 127 lar­ 
cenies from autos; 19 pocket- 
book snatchings; one homicide; 
nine assaults; three rapes and 64 
other criminal acts committed 
on the Hill. 
“That this number of criminal 


acts can occur within an 11- 
month period at the complex of 
buildings 
and 
streets 
surrounding the Capitol of the 
U.S. is completely intolerable,” 
Bible 
declared 
to Senate 
colleagues. 
Citing the improved crime 
figures of those areas now 
operating the new lights, Bible 
said “It would stand to reason 
that with a similar program of 
improving lighting in and 
around the Capitol Hill complex, 
we might experience a com­ 
parable decrease in the ap­ 
palling rate of crime now being 
thrust upon us.” 
The Nevada lawmaker asked 
other senators to aid in 
developing a “lighting program 
that will help to combat the 
increase in assaults, robberies 
and criminal activity on the U.S. 
Capitol grounds — yet preserve 
the beauty and decor which 
these national shrines require.”

Muskie Is Endorsed 
By Sen. Mclntyre

CHICAGO (AP) - The in- 


dictment of Federal Judge Otto 
Kerner, former governor of 
Illinois, stems from a lengthy 
investigaton into alleged stock 
misdealings between race track 
operators and a number of one- 
time state officials. 


Kerner, 
a 
63-year-old 


Democrat who headed the 
National Advisory Commission 
on Civil Disorders in 1967, was 
accused in a federal grand jury 
indictment returned Wednesday 
of allegedly sharing in 
the 


profits of $350,000 worth of 
racing stock allegedly pur- 
chased for $70,000. He asked for 
and was granted relief from his 
activities on the 7th U. S. Circuit 
Court of Appeals. 


Three former state officials 


appointed by Kerner during his 


two gubernatorial terms from 
I960 to 1968 and a Chicago 
businesswoman also were in- 
dicted. 


The grand jury charged that 


the racing shares were made 
available to Kerner and others 
to gain favorable racing dates. 


Government officials said the 


investigation into Kerner's race 
track stock began nearly two 
years ago. 
Kerner, a longtime political 


figure here and close confidant 
of Chicago Mayor Richard J. 
Daley, resigned as governor on 
March 20, 1968, to accept a 
lifetime appointment on the 
appeals court. 


Indicted with Kerner were 


Theodore J. Isaacs, 61, Illinois 
state revenue director from 1»61 
to 1963; William S. Miller, 70, 
chairman of the Illinois Racing 


Board from 1961 to 1967: Faith 
Mclnturf, 58, Miller's former 
personal secretary, and 60-year 
old Joseph Knight, director of 
the state Banking Department 
from 1962 to 1968.

$11,200, the indictment charges. 
The stock was valued at $56,000

reaching Army headquarters 
for a year. 
Henderson is charged with 


dereliction of duty in failing to

in- 


vestigation of reports that 
civilians were killed in the at- 
tack on March 16, 1968. He also 
is charged with not reporting a 
war crime to his division 
commander and with making a 
false statement under oathjvhen. 
questioned about M> "E3iai a 
Pentagon inquiry. 


Henderson faces a maximum 


sentence of 39 months in prison 
upon conviction of all charges, 
the term set by the jury in later 
deliberations. Both a guilty

and

automatically to a lengthy 
review process. 
Henderson is the highest 


ranking officer to be put on trial 
as a result of My Lai. In the five 
previous trials one man, Lt. 
William Calley Jr., was con- 
victed. His life sentence on 
conviction earlier this year of

Vietnamese 


civilians has been reduced to 20 
years and is still undergoing 
appeals. 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Sen.

claimed Pacific Ocean perch 
have been virtually wiped out by 
foreign fishermen. 


Paquet 
called 
for 
a 


moratorium 
prohibiting any 


fishing vessels longer than 110 
feet from trawling along the 
West Coast continental shelf. 


He 
said 
the 
proposed 


moratorium should be applied to 
all vessels longer than that for 
all the rock and bottom fishery 
out to 200 miles if necessary. 


U.S. trawlers would not be 


affected 
by the moratorium 


because Americans use smaller 
fishing vessels, he said. 


If the United States waits for 


the sea conference to take ac- 
tion, and agreements are not 
implemented for another four or 
five years, Pacquet said, "there 
will be no possibility of having a 
virable fishery off our coast — 
and that's true of the East Coast 
as well." 
McKernan said he thought 


Americans would probably get a

Ecology Limits Noise Standards 


Youth Caucus Claim 


In 1968 the ecology minded 


California State Legislature 
established legal noise limits for 
new motor vehicles and for 
motor vehicles operating on the 
state's highways. 


Enforcement of the noise 


standards is one of the functions 
of the California Highway Patrol 
and in 1969 it inaugurated the 
first extensive statewide vehicle 
noise measurement 
and en- 


forcement program in the 
country. 


The Highway Patrol has six 


noise enforcement teams which 
measure vehicle noise on open 
roadways in many parts of the 
state. 
Because 
the 
noise 


monitoring equipment requires 
open space, with no reflective 
surface within 50 feet of the 
microphone or 100 feet of the 
center of the highway, noise 
measurements have been vir- 


tually impossible in urban 
areas. 


However, a six-month study of 


the feasibility of improved 
vehicle noise enforcement in 
urban areas is now under way. 
The study is expected to 
recommend the least restrictive 
site at which accurate and 
consistent sound level readings 
may be obtained and to deter- 
mine whether it is possible to 
use non-standard measuring 
sites on city streets, calibrating 
readings to compensate for the 
deviation caused by reflections 
from buildings or other objects. 


Even with its limitations, the 


noise monitoring program has 
been effective. Manufacturers 
of several models of heavy duty 
trucks, motorcycles and sports 
cars have redesigned their 
muffler systems to conform to 
the state's noise limits. 


However, 
because 
the 


allowable noise limits for 
various types of vehicles have 
been lowered since the begin- 
ning of the program, the per- 
centage of vehicles in violation 
of noise laws has not decreased. 


In fact, since motorcycle noise 


limits were lowered in 1970, the 
percentage of motorcycles in 
violation has quadrupled 
In 


speed zones over 35 miles per 
hour, 9.3 per 
cent 
of 
the 


motorcycles monitored in the 
first seven months of 1971 ex- 
ceeded the 86 decibel noise limit. 


When 
noise 
limits 
for 


passenger cars and pickup 
trucks dropped, the percentage 
found in violation increased 
tenfold, but the rate is still low; 
only about one-half of one per 
cent of this type of vehicle are 
found to be exceeding the 
maximum noise limits. 


Although the allowable noise 


for big trucks (over 6,000 
pounds) was reduced in 1970, the 
percentage of trucks in violation 
did not rise sharply (only from 
1.1 per cent to 1.5 per cent), 
largely because of efforts of 
fleet operators and manufac- 
turers to bring their trucks into 
conformance with the law.

If these tests show that the 


vehicle's noise emissions are 
above the standards for new 
vehicles, the manufacturer is 
informed.

a successful TV series for 7V2 
years, and suddenly the whole 
thing fizzles? 


If you're Clint Eastwood, who

stay down long. You go out and 
star in a western movie made in 
Spain, called "A Fistful of 
Dollars " You don't think much 
about it since the film only cost 
$200,000 And you don't really 
believe it when it grosses over 
$4,000,000. 


And if you're Eastwood, you 


go on to other films, like "For a 
Few 
Dollars 
More," "The 


Witches," "The Good, The Bad 
and The Ugly," "The Beguiled" 
and "Paint Your Wagon." And 
then 
you 
form 
your 
own 


production company and turn 
yourself into a director as well 
as an actor — just what East- 
wood has done in "Play Misty 
for Me," his latest film. 


Settling down on a sofa in his 


hotel suite, Eastwood laughs 
easily and talks easily, but he 
seems to be incapable, unlike 
many actors, of monopolizing a 
conversation 


Ask him about his early acting 


years, and about being on 
"Rawhide," and you'll get a 
short recap: 


"People say this business is

I had a 
small part in an eight-day film.

It turned out 
he was the head of televised 
films. I went in his office and a 
guy in a sloppy shirt came in. I 
thought he was going to sweep 
up.

thought enough of Eastwood to

wood says the time he spent with 
the show was pretty good. 


"It's fashionable to put down

"Studios all have a lot of 


departments, 
and each one 


tacks on as much as they can," 
he explains. "I had to say, 'Just 
chop it all.' We didn't have 
costumes. I walked to the store, 
got a couple of pairs of pants, 
some shirts, the girls got their 
clothes of the rack and did their 
own hair. That was it. 


"I didn't want a big crew 


around. We had a small cast and 
we got a spirit going.

potential new voters generally 
would 
support

Democratic candidate, Draper 
said in an interview with The 
Associated Press. 


Draper said also that it's a 


myth that young people will vote 
generally as their parents do.

Q: What exactly 
is the 


National Youth Caucus? 


A. The National Youth Caucus 


was formed by some 3,000 
delegates who gathered at 
Loyola University of Chicago. 
It's job is to coordinate with the 
Black Caucus, other minority 
caucuses and the Women's 
Political Caucus in the selection 
cf delegates to the national 
political 
nominating con- 


ventions. 


What we hope to do, through 


the delegate-selection process, 
is force the candidates for the 
presidency in this country to 
speak to questions of war and 
racism and poverty in a more 
direct fashion than they would, 
of course, if people weren't 
around to pressure them. 


Q: And it's your job to see that 


whoever is chosen by the 
Democrats falls in line with the 
National Youth Caucus stands 
on the issues? 


A: That's our second duty. 


Our first duty is to beat Richard 
Nixon in his own party. I would 
like to have a Republican and a 
Democrat running against each 
other, both of whom agree with 
me. That's what we're after. 


Q: In all candor, what are the 


chances 
of beating 
Richard 


Nixon in his own party? 


A: Much, much higher than 


people give credit. The other 
day 
some 
conservative 


congressman from Ohio. . . 


Q: John Ashbrook. 
A: Ashbrook. He says he 


thinks he'll run against Nixon in 
the New Hampshire primary. 
Nixon can be beaten. . . 


The 
conservatives 
are 


essentially the guts of the 
Republican Party right now. 
They are the people who go out 
and do the work. 


If Richard Nixon is at the 


point, as I believe he is, that 
neither the liberal wing of his 
party nor the conservative wing 
trust him, then he cannot be re- 
elected. 


Q: 
Assuming 
Nixon 
is 


renominated, what Democrat 
among likely contenders do you 
think would have the best 
chance of beating him? 


A-Any Democrat who goes 


into the election with a unified 
party.

the island's east coast.

The Johnny Express had a 


crew 
of 14, including two 


American citizens, according to 
Bahama Lines. It is the sister 
ship of the Lyla Express, which 
was seized Dec. 5 and taken to 
Cuba.

Ron Wright said planes with 
medics were dispatched purely 
on a humanitarian mission in 
efforts to provide medical aid 
for the crew and "we can't get 
involved in the fight." The 
planes were unable to find the 
Johnny Express.

in the dollar, and President 
Lyndon B. Johnson took swift 
steps to reduce the amount of 
gold the United States had to 
hold, by law, to back the dollar. 
Along with the economic at­ 
tack, De Gaulle steered Fran­ 
ce’s foreign policy toward a 
collision 
course 
with 
Washington. In 1966 he pulled 
France out of the military side 
of NATO. U. S. troops were 
obliged 
to 
leave 
France, 
abandoning what they could not 
take with them, which included 
nearly $1 billion worth of im­ 
movable installations. 
By 1968, it was French policy 
to “discern” that the Soviet- 
Western cold war was over, that 
Moscow had pulled in its ex­ 
pansionist horns and there was 
nothing more for the West to 
fear. 
When Georges Pompidou, a 


Gaullist, 
succeeded 
his 
resplendent chief in May 1969 
the United States had cause to 
wonder if a hostile French policy 
might be long-lasting. 
One of Richard M. Nixon’s 
first major diplomatic forays as 
President had included a visit to 
France, only two months before 
De Gaulle would retire from 
office. The visit seemed to have 
had important impact. 
The fact that Nixon put 
Pompidou at the top of the list of 
European leaders he chose to 
meet at the summit in advance 
of his prospective Peking and 
Moscow visits further suggested 
that the United States thought 
highly of French friendship. In 
turn it probably heightened the 
Nixon standing in France. 
Differences 
between 
the 
French and Americans seem to 
have 
narrowed.
